DR.  CHESTER  J.  ATTIG 


Dr.  Chester  J.  Attig,  who  passed  away  on 
April  5,  1947,  was  born  sixty  years  ago,  on  a 
farm  near  Metomora,  Illinois.  hHe  received  his 
grade  and  high  school  education  in  Walnut, 
Illinois,  and  entered  Northwestern  (now  North 
Central)  College  in  1904,  as  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1908. 

After  his  graduation.  Dr.  Attig  taught  one 
year  in  Staples,  Minnesota,  and  two  years  in 
the  high  school  of  Leavenworth,  Kansas.  In 
1911,  he  was  called  back  to  his  Alma  Mater, 
to  the  chair  of  hHistory,  a  position  which  he  had 
held  to  the  present.  Meanwhile,  he  pursued 
graduate  study  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
being  granted  a  fellowship  in  1917-18.  hde 
was  awarded  the  Doctorate  of  Philosophy,  with 
highest  honors,  in  1921,  writing  his  thesis  on 
"The  hHistory  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  1787- 
1803." 

hie  also  wrote  "The  hHistory  of  North  Central 
College"  and  "The  hHistory  of  First  Evangelical 
Church."  With  a  group  of  nationally  known 


Bible  scholars,  he  worked  out  on  "Synchronous 
History  of  Biblical  Times,"  published  in  the 
Lorned  hHistory  series.  hHe  wrote  many  other 
articles  for  scholarly  meetings  and  periodicals. 
hHe  was  a  member  of  The  American  hHistorical 
Association,  the  American  Geological  Associa- 
tion, The  Mississippi  Valley  hHistorical  Associa- 
tion, and  the  hHistorical  Society  of  the  Evangeli- 
cal Church. 

Dr.  Attig  was  a  Director  of  the  YMCA,  a 
member  of  the  Naperville  Council  of  Religion, 
and  Secretary  of  the  City  Zoning  Commission. 
hHe  served  as  Trustee  of  the  First  Evangelical 
Church  for  many  years  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  the  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School.  FHe  was  a  member  of  the  recent  merger 
General  conference,  at  which  time  the  Evangel- 
ical and  Brethern  churches  were  united. 

Dr.  Attig  was  well   known  for  his  love  of 
music,  and  his  vocal  skill.  hHis  "Sailor  Beware 
and  his  "Big  Bass  Viol"  never  failed  to  please. 
hHe  also    led  many  Men's  Glee  Clubs,  and 
directed  the  choir  of  the  First  Church.

The  time  has  finally  arrived  when  the  Class 
of  1947  must  bid  North  Central  College  adieu. 
It  doesn't  seem  possible  somehow,  that  four 
years  have  passed  away  and  we  are  now  pre- 
paring to  leave  the  revered  halls  of  Old  Main. 

When  we  came  to  NCC  in  September  of 
1943,  we  were  just  as  green  as  any  other 
Freshman  class.  We  entered  with  quite  a 
large  class  but  soon  the  draft  board  was  taking 
all  the  eligible  men  until  our  number  was  pretty 
small  in  comparison  with  present  day  figures. 
The  ASTP  unit  on  the  campus  held  sway  while 
we  were  freshmen  but  after  they  left  in  April 
of  '44,  things  were  back  to  subnormal  where 
they  remained  until  the  close  of  the  war. 

Then  we  returned  as  Sophomores  during  the 
height  of  the  war  years.  Growing  up,  we  de- 
cided to  nestle  down  a  bit  and  pursue  knowl- 
edge diligently.  But  things  changed  for  us  in 
our  Junior  year.    More  men  were  coming  back 


to  the  campus  and  it  wasn't  quite  as  easy  for 
the  girls  to  study  any  more.  The  increased 
population  at  college  didn't  odd  much  to  the 
size  of  our  class  though,  but  size  didn't  stop 
us  when  it  came  December  and  time  for  the 
annual  Junior-Senior  Banquet.  We  did  it  up 
brown  for  the  Seniors  in  the  Hotel  Baker  at 
St.  Charles,  Illinois. 

And  then  we  were  Seniors  and  the  leaders 
of  the  entire  school.  A  few  of  the  returning 
vets  joined  our  ranks  but  we  were  still  the 
smallest  class  in  the  school  and  only  76  grad- 
uated in  1947.  But  we  few  had  a  grand  time 
our  last  year,  starting  out  with  Skip  Day  to 
Lake  Geneva  for  boating  and  picnicking.  Then 
we  were  guests  of  the  Junior  Class  at  the 
Itasca  Country  Club  and  finally  May  and  com- 
mencement preparations  came  around  and  the 
Class  of  '47  prepared  to  leave  the  school  she 
loved  so  dearly  to  enter  into  a  new  work- 
aday world.

Football  not  only  got  bock  on  its  feet  but  ran 
wild  and  roughshod  during  the  1946  season.  The 
rampaging  CARDINAL  expertly  coached  by  Herb 
Heilman  roared  through  a  triumphant  season 
climaxed  by  winning  the  College  Conference  of 
Illinois  championship.  The  '46  squad  was  the  first 
team  to  be  coached  by  Herb  Heilman  at  North 
Central  and  the  first  eleven  to  cop  the  champion- 
ship since  1 91  7. 

The  first  game  of  the  year  was  played  before  a 
home  crowd  with  the  Illinois  Wesleyan  team. 
Running  off  a  T  formation,  they  quickly  showed 
their  power  and  smoothness  as  a  team  with  the 
first  points  scored  by  Ken  Kouri  who  completed  a 
pass  from  Jacobs.  Tilden  then  came  along  and  won 
the  kick  for  the  extra  point.  Another  fieldgool 
kicked  by  Tilden  brought  the  score  up  to  10-0.  In 
the  second  half,  the  CARDINALS  rallied  up 
to  17  points  while  the  Wesleyan  team  remained 
at  the  0  mark. 

The  next  game  of  the  season  was  with  Millikir. 
there.  NCC's  first  and  only  tally  came  after  a  re- 


covered Millikin  fumble  in  the  last  quarter.  Hat- 
field, Fredenhagen,  and  Jacobs  pushed  the  ball 
down  into  Millikin  territory  with  Jacobs  going  over 
to  score.  The  Big  Blue  made  6  points  on  a  pass,  but 
failed  to  convert  for  the  extra  point.  The  game 
ended  with  NCC  on  top  wi  th  the  extra  point 
kicked  by  Tilden. 

Playing  on  home  field  again,  the  CARDINALS 
stepped  all  over  Illinois  College  to  the  tune  of  39 
to  0.  Our  linemen  made  a  practice  of  spending 
most  of  their  time  in  the  I.C.  backfield. 

Chilling  winds  from  Lake  Michigan  swept  across 
the  soggy  Lake  Forest  gridiron  as  theCards  trudged 
homeward  with  their  first  and  only  defeat  of  the 
year.  A  30-yard  drop-kick  had  broken  a  7-7  tie 
and  brought  defeat  to  Naperville.  "It  won  t 
happen  again"  the  Cards  muttered  as  they  came 
home  with  a  score  of  10-7  in  favor  of  Lake  Forest. 

Revenge  was  sweet  for  NCC's  Cards  as  they 
journeyed  to  Carthage  and  quickly  proceeded  to 
push  the  Redmen  around  the  field.  Len  Burch,  a 
fleet  little  freshman  halfback,  proved  he  could 
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carry  the  ball  as  fast  as  he  can  talk  when  he  found 
the  other  side  of  the  Carthage  goal-line.  Smith, 
Ontko,  and  Cross  also  got  in  on  the  fun  as  each 
crossed  the6-point  stripe  once.  The  final  score  was: 
NC  40  Carthage  0. 

The  old  feud  between  North  Central  and  Whea- 
ton  bloomed  again  this  year  over  on  the  Wheaton 
field.  The  Cards  continued  to  hold  the  Crusaders 
off  our  line  throughout  the  game.  The  first  and 
winning  score  came  late  in  the  second  quarter  as 
Kouri  sent  a  pass  down  the  field  of  Fredenhagen 
who  scampered  across  the  goal  from  the  12-yard 
line.  After  the  extra  point  was  won  by  Tilden,  the 
final  score  appeared  as  NCC  7,  Wheaton  0 

hHomecoming  and  another  great  day  for  the  Red- 
and-White  as  they  played  a  winning  game  with 
Augustana  before  alums  and  students.  In  this  game 
with  the  final  score  18-0,  everybody  on  the  team 
got  to  play  and  the  reserves  showed  the  same  spirit 
as  the  first  string. 

The  lost  game  of  the  season  with  Elmhurst  found 
the  CARDINALS  emerging  from  the  field  covered 
with  mud  and  glory,  with  the  final  score  of  13-0. 

The  Conference  Champs  wound  up  the  season 
by  tackling  the  annual  football  banquet  at  which 
"Big  John"  Perucco  was  selected  by  his  teammates 
as  the  most  valuable  player  of  the  season,  an  honor 
which  he  well  deserved.

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CARDINAL'S  BALL 


The  Cards  tasted  defeat  for  the  first  time  in  eight 
contests  when  Illinois  Wesleyan  came  up  with  a 
winning  game  of  60-50.  It  was  the  first  loss  of  the 
year  for  the  Cards  and  knocked  them  out  for  the 
conference  lead. 

With  Ed  Zager  and  Bud  Berger  scoring  16  and 
12  points  each,  and  Tex  Lehker  rebounding  like  a 
man  possessed,  the  Cards  bounced  back  from  the 
Wesleyan  defeat  to  win  over  their  traditional 
rival,  Wheaton,  47-42,  in  what  was  probably  their 
best  game  of  the  season. 

Carl  Zager  scored  ten  points  to  lead  the  Cards 
in  a  57-31  win  over  Carthage  on  February  10,  but 
four  days  later,  the  home  team  was  upset  by  a  fast 
Augustana  five,  56-51.  Ed  and  Carl  Zager  con- 
tributed 12  points  to  the  losing  effort,  which  sent 
the  NCC  quintet  into  second,, place. 

The  following  week  the  squad  traveled  to 
Jacksonville,  where  they  ran  up  their  highest  score 
of  the  year  by  defeating  Illinois  College  70-48. 
Bob  Bartlett's  14  points  added  to  John  Berger's  13, 
led  the  team  to  the  victory  that  clinched  second 
place  in  the  conference  standings. 


In  another  bitterly  fought  game.  North  Central 
again  defeated  a  highly-rated  Wheatonquintet  on 
the  Crusader's  court,  49-46.  Lehker's  all  around 
playing  was  the  deciding  factor  in  this  contest. 

Ed  Zager,  talented  Junior  forward,  was  high 
point  man  for  the  season  with  a  grand  total  of  1  85. 
He  was  elected  to  a  first  string  position  on  the  con- 
ference all-star  team.  NCC  gained  further  honor 
when  guards  Smith  and  Berger,-  and  center 
Tex  Lehker  were  elected  to  the  second  team  all- 
star  positions.

Dr.  C.  Harve  Geiger,  Dean  of  Coe  College 
and  twice  its  acting  president,  was  elected  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  as  President  of  Northi 
Central  College.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Coe  College  faculty  for  18  years,  coming  as  on 
associate  professor  in  1928.  In  1933  he  be- 
came professor  of  education  and  psychology  and 
has  been  dean  of  the  college  since  1934. 

He  was  first  named  acting  president  of  Coe 
on  June  15,  1941,  when  he  assumed  the  duties 
pending  the  selection  of  a  successor  to  Dr.  H. 
M.  Gage.  fHe  again  was  appointed  acting 
president  on  November  14,  1944,  following 
the  resignation  of  Byron  S.  Hollinshead,  pres- 
ent president,  last  August. 

Dr.  Geiger  received  his  bachelor  of  arts  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1922, 
his  master  of  arts  from  hdarvard  University  in 


1928,  and  his  doctor  of  philosophy  from  Colum- 
bia University  in  1940.  h^e  also  studied  at 
Manchester  College,  North  Manchester,  Indi- 
ana. 

Our  new  president  has  also  given  much  time 
to  public  speaking,  and,  in  this  capacity,  he 
has  served  numerous  civic  and  educational 
groups  and  churches  in  eastern  Iowa.  He  has 
taught  a  Sunday  School  class  for  fourteen  years 
and  has  on  two  occasions  organized  and  con- 
ducted a  training  class  for  Sunday  School 
teachers. 

During  the  period  of  Mr.  Geiger's  affiliation 
with  Coe  College,  he  has  been  active  in  var- 
ious community  and  civic  enterprises,  serving  as 
education  consultant  of  the  YMCA,  advisory 
member  of  the  educational  staff  of  St.  Luke  s.

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
North  Central  College  is  a  part  of  the  national 
organization  as  well  as  being  the  religious 
group  on  the  campus  that  devotes  its  time  end 
talents  to  the  women  at  N.C.C.  Throughout 
the  year,  this  group  of  girls  work  hand  in  hand 
in  many  ways  with  the  other  religious  groups 
on  the  campus.  Then  too,  the  YWCA  has  ac- 
tivities in  which  only  the  women  who  belong 
participate.  The  two  largest  religious  organ- 
izations sponsor  a  Fall  retreat  in  which  the  pro- 
gram for  the  year  is  planned  cooperatively. 

Some  of  the  things  that  the  Y.W.C.A.  does 
in  conjunction  with  the  Y.M.C.A.  are  the  most 
important  religious  events  of  the  campus  year. 
This  year,  two  Religious  Emphasis  Weeks  were 
sponsored  by  these  groups.  Rev.  Merrill  Davis 
of  Chicago  was  speaker  at  the  fall  R.  E.  Week 
and  in  March,  Dr.  Veh  appeared  on  Pfeiffer 
Hall  stage  for  the  second  week  of  emphasizing 
religion.  The  WSSF  is  another  joint  project 
and  after  a  week  of  interesting  programs  pre- 
senting the  need  for  funds  to  students  throughout 
the  world,  the  two  clubs  held  an  Auction  in 
Smith  Hall  to  raise  more  funds.    At  this  auction, 


students  bought  things  which  their  pro  fs  had 
donated.  Some  donated  knitted  mittens,  cakes, 
pies,  help  with  studies  and  other  similar  articles. 
Silent  chapels  are  produced  by  the  Fellowship 
committees  of  the  two  groups.  The  Y.W.  and 
Y.M.C.A.  furnish  students  the  opportunity  to 
teach  Sunday  School  at  Mooseheort  every 
Sunday  during  the  year.  Other  combined  ac- 
tivities are  the  weekly  prayer  and  discussion 
groups  and  various  chapel  programs. 

The  Big-Little  Sister  events  of  the  first  week 
are  made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Y.W.'s  Freshmen  work  committee,  which  handles 
all  the  arrangements  for  the  annual  Big-Little 
Sis  Banquet.  Heart  Sis  week  is  one  of  the  most 
important  and  entertaining  weeks  for  the  girls. 
Each  girl  picks  a  heart  sis  to  whom  she  gives 
presents  during  the  week  and  on  the  following 
Sunday,  at  the  Heart  Sis  Tea,  each  girl  finds 
out  who  her  sis  has  been. 

The  officers  for  1946-47  have  been:  Miriam 
Attig,  president;  Audrey  Eichelberger,  vice- 
president,-  Charlotte  Steiner,  secretary;  Marie 
Kellerman,  treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Dute,  advisor. 
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The  Y.M.C.A.  is  North  Central's  leading  male 
organization,  revolving  around  the  religious  ac- 
tivities of  the  campus. 

Although  a  separate  organization  from  the 
Y.W.C.A.,  many  of  the  Y.M.'s  activities  are 
planned  and  carried  out  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  similar  organization  for  women.  For 
example,  the  Y's  sponsor  services  in  Smith 
h^all.  Silent  Chapel  is  jointly  produced  by 
these  two  groups  every  Tuesday  morning.  Cer- 
tain special  events  during  the  year  are  under 
the  sponsorship  of  these  clubs.

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CONCERT  LECTURE  SERIES 


THE  PHILHARMONIC  MALE  QUARTET  OF  CHICAGO 

The  first  concert  of  the  season  come  to  NCC  on  October  11  with 
the  appearance  of  the  Philharmonic  Mole  Ouartet  of  Chicago  and 
Miss  Lida  DeValle,  soloist.  The  audience  of  college  students  and 
townsfolk  were  entertained  with  classical  and  popular  songs  from 
the  five  performers.  Music  of  the  old  masters  was  included  in  the  first 
part  of  the  program  with  such  songs  as  "The  Glory  of  God's  Creation  ' 
by  Beethoven.  Miss  DeValle  did  an  excellent  portrayal  of  "Estrillita" 
and  "Maids  of  Cadiz"  with  an  encore  of  the  tuneful  and  much-loved 
"Gianina  Mia".  The  next  number  of  the  quartet  was  perhaps  the 
one  enjoyed  most  by  the  audience:  "The  Song  of  the  Flea"  in  which 
they  expressed  themselves  very  effectively.  "The  Animals  Are  Comin  , 
a  Negro  spiritual,  was  a  lively  and  well-chosen  encore.  Miss  Smith, 
the  accompanist,  also  showed  her  ability  at  the  Pfeiffer  organ  with 
the  playing  of  several  numbers  showing  the  effective  tones  of  the 
instrument.  In  the  final  group  of  songs,  the  quartet  sang  some  of  the 
more  popular  pieces  such  as  "I've  Got  Rhythm"  and  "Smoke  Gets  in 
Your  Eyes".  Without  a  doubt,  the  most  entertaining  and  spontaneous 
selection  was  "Who  Killed  Cock  Robin"?  The  ingenious  costume 
effects  added  just  the  right  touch  to  the  courtroom  scene. 


JOHN  MULHOLLAND,  MAGICIAN 

The  audience  was  enthralled  on  the  evening  of  November  11,  as 
John  Mulholland  performed  his  many  tricks.  He  was  a  former  psych- 
ology teacher  who  has  now  turned  to  sorcery  with  which  he  thrills 
thousands  of  people.  This  was  a  return  engagement  for  the  well- 
known  personage  and  his  arrival  was  anxiously  awaited  by  those 
who  had  seen  him  previously.  He  has  traveled  extensively  through 
Europe  and  the  Orient  collecting  material  on  ancient  and  modern 
magic.  He  has  written  several  outstanding  books  on  magic  and  is 
also  the  possessor  of  a  priceless  library  of  the  magic  of  many  centuries, 
peoples,  and  cultures.  On  this  program  he  performed  several  of  the 
tricks  he  has  learned  in  the  Orient,  the  most  fascinating  of  which  was 
the  "hoop"  trick.  Other  tricks  were  done  with  handkerchiefs,  appear- 
ing and  disappearing.  The  most  amazing  feat  occurred  when  the 
magician  caused  words  to  be  written  on  a  slip  of  paper  which  was 
in  a  billfold  in  the  audience. 


E.  POWER  BIGGS,  ORGANIST 

The  Pfeiffer  Hall  Memorial  organ  was  the  center  of  attraction  on 
January  17  with  the  appearance  of  world-renowned  E.  Power  Biggs^ 
Mr.  Biggs  is  outstanding  in  radio  and  concert  circles  and  has  appeared 
as  soloist  with  most  of  the  concert  orchestras  throughout  the  East. 
He  has  made  numerous  concert  tours  and  has  played  in  Orchestra 
Hall  in  Chicago  several  times.  A  disciple  of  the  classic  school,  E. 
Power  Biggs  has  recorded  many  outstanding  classical  numbers  on 
Victor  records.  Although  born  in  England  and  educated  in  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Music,  he  is  now  on  American  citizen.  He  has  played  in 
many  famous  and  historic  cathedrals  in  England  and  after  his  arrival 
in  Boston,  became  the  official  organist  for  the  Boston  Symohony 
Orchestra.  Mr.  Biggs  brought  out  many  hidden  notes  on  our  Merner 
organ  by  playing  music  which  has  been  expressly  written  for  the 
organ.  He  played  the  organ  so  beautifully  that  the  audience  was 
conscious  of  music  coming  from  the  very  soul  of  the  instrument.

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MLLE.  EMMA  BOYNET 

The  subject  of  the  old  and  new  French  masters  was  the  theme  of  the 
lecture-recital  which  the  famous  Parisian  pianist,  Mile.  Emma  Boynet, 
presented  in  Pfeiffer  Hall  the  evening  of  December  4.  She  was  born 
and  educated  in  Paris  where  she  was  a  pupil  of  the  famous  Isidor 
Philipp  of  the  Paris  Conservatory.  She  is  a  frequent  and  favorite  guest 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  Miss  Boynet  has  appeared  in 
Paris,  Antwerp,  Amsterdam,  Brussels,  Madrid,  and  Geneva  where 
she  has  always  received  the  highest  praises,  hier  repertoire  includes 
offerings  by  such  composers  as  Chopin,  Debussy,  Ravel,  Faure,  Mozart, 
Chabrier,  and  Schumann.  The  magic  of  the  woild  the  old  composers 
knew  was  present  in  Pfeiffer  Hall  that  night  as  well  as  the  modern 
interpretations  of  life  by  the  French  composers.  Ravel's  "Noctuelles 
seemed  to  speak  the  conflicts  and  frustrations^  of  the  more  complex 
modern  society  while  Balbastre's  "Romance"  was  mindful  of  the 
drawing  room  setting  of  another  society. 


DR.  LUTHER  GABLE,  PHYSICIST 

Dr.  Luther  Gable,  radium-uranium  physicist,  gave  us  a  few  of  the 
secrets  of  radar  and  atomic  energy  on  Friday,  February  28.  Besides 
demonstrating  the  theories  behind  these  scientific  discoveries,  he 
spoke  of  some  of  the  new  terms  which  are  coming  into  more  common 
usage  in  the  industrial  world.  Dr.  Gable  conducted  a  demonstration 
in  darkness  to  illustrate  the  medium  of  "black  light".  Through  the  use 
of  fiery  "color  symbols",  he  showed  the  steps  leading  to  the  develop- 
ment of  atomic  energy.  He  also  showed  how  the  uncanny  eye  of 
radar  reports  ships  and  planes.  Dr.  Gable  has  served  3}  years  m  the 
Army  signal  corps  and  received  a  citation  and  award  for  outstanding 
contributions  at  Fort  Monmouth  Signal  Laboratories.  At  present  he  is 
a  member  of  such  organizations  as:  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science,  and  the  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers.
